TOWN OF KINGSTON. 


Your School Board make their annual report, under a cloud, 
from the fact that our chairman has been removed by. death, 
We realize that we in common with the town have met with a great 
and irreparable loss. Prof. Abel Wood, A. M., was a graduate 
of Dartmouth College and Andover Theological Seminary. He 
had devoted forty years of his life to educational work. 

He came to Kingston and adopted the place as his home a 
few years since. He at once identified himself with the interest 
of the town and church. He was especially interested in our 
common schools. 

Three years ago he was elected one of the school board, and 
faithfully and conscientiously discharged the duties of his office 
up to his death. In the selection of the latest and most ap- 
proved text books was his efficiency most apparent. The town 
schools will reap the benefit of his untiring effort in their behalf 
for years to come. 


——— 


he schools have been very successful during the year. We 
believe the town has adopted the right course in giving the 
scholars the benefit of 30 weeks, instead of 22 as they had last 
year. There has been a degree of harmony between parents, 
teacher, and scholars that has not been equaled for the past three 
years, which is most gratifying, for without this sympathy and 
co-operation, success is impossible. We take pleasure in report- 
ing an increased number of scholars that have been neither 
absent nor tardy, especially in No. 5. Last year there were only 
two; this year, 7. No. 2 has more than doubled the nunzher of 
last year. Compare the number of scholars with perfect attend- 
ance this year, and you will see,at once the improvement over 
last. Taking into consideration that the schools were~ 8 weeks 
longer, this high per cent. of gain is most gratifying. 

All the schools, except No. 5, have had the good fortune to 
keep their r2spective teachers during the whole year. In No. 5, 
for the winter term the change was unavoidable. The pupils 
have thus reaped the advantages to be derived from the earnest, 
persistent work of efficient and experienced teachers. 

By the operations of ournew school text book law, the hindrances 
so keenly felt heretofore by teachers and school board have been 
remedied. Old and crude text books and methods have been 
supplanted by new and improved. 

The old tedious method of teaching the A. B. C. from the 
primer has given place to the charts of Monroe. Like im- 
provements have been made throughout and although these 
changes have incidentally involved some expense we confidently 
look for and expect an improved standard of scholarship which 
shall well repay the outlay. ,
